The adjourned inquest into the 
death of Herbert Eagle Ribs, Black- 
foot Indian, who died on March 22 
from drinking wood alcohol, was 
was held in ‘the Community Hal] Mon- 
day evening by Ur, J. IW.

Five witness were called, Dr. Wind- 
sor, who performed the autopsy, 
Peter Blackhorse, James ‘Wiaterchicf, 
Mary Red Morning, W. Service De 
Farquharson. if 

Peter Blackhorse and ‘Waterehicf 
stated they had been with Eagle Ribs 
and aj] had drank wood alcohio]_mixed 
with soft drinks. Waterchief did not 
take much of the drink and left the 
party. Blackhorse stated the did not 
drink as much of the stuff as Eaglo 
Ribs, Some hours later he (Blavk- 
horse) became very ill, 

After hearing tlle evidence, the 
jury which consisted of Messrs. . 
H. Beach, ‘W. Blaney, (R, W. Brown, 
A. F. MacCallum, R. K. Hunter and 
R. S.McQueen, brought in a verdict 
that Eagle Ribs vame to his death 
at about 4.30 a.m. on Marchi 22 at 
the Blackfoot hospital, caused by 
drinking metha] hydrate. 


FJRE PREVENTION 
WEEKS ARE EARLY 
SPRING AND FALL 


Fire prevention weeks come princ- 
ipally in the early spring and fal] of 
each year. ‘They are vitally important 
periods in Alberta—morg importaut 
than similar periods in any other 
province of the Dominion, for Alber- 
ta’s greatest responsibility is to pro- 
vide water flow for the most of West 
ern Canada, 

This can only be assured by the 
protection of Alberta’s watershed on 
the eastern slope of the Rockies--- 
the official responsibility of tha Al- 
berta goveryment, But the job is tou 
big for any government to manage 
alone without help. This responsi- 
bility must ‘be shared bby all residents 
of the province, particularly by those 
who live in the neighborhood of for- 
ested areas, 

As stated on many previous ‘or 
casions, forest growth conserves mois 
ture which is supplied by nature 
systematically to rivers, streams and 
lakes, If thie forests are burnt down, 
water flow is dimivishead and the re- 
sult is choas. Moisture is vitally 
nevessary for the protection of life 
human, game and fish. It is vita] al 
so for the protection of all agricul 
tura] and industrial life. 

Destruction of forests means the 
disappearance of this most important 
accessory to life and happiness, health 
and security. It means * that the 
wheels of industry, which are 
s0 dependent on water flow, will ba: 
come impeded—that health and sani- 
tation are endangered. These things 


are protected if we protect Alberta’s 
watershed by doing everything tnat 
is humanly possibly towards the pra 
vention of fire in forested areas 
throughout the province. That is the 
responsibility of every citizeg ol 
either sax and of any age. Care must 
be taken to see that a camp fire is 
properly extinguished before leaving 
it, that no match or cigarett? 
stub must be carelessly thrown away, 
that farmers clearing fbrush, which 1s 
to be bummed, must first plow a fire 
guard around it before ignition, ani 
then watch such fires until the last. 
spark is out. One single match or 
cigarette stub carelessly throws 
away may start a fire which may 
cost perhaps loss of: life, devastating 
countless squara miles of richly 
wooded country and creating los 
and damage which can easily run to 
a million dollars or more, We are in 
the period of fire prevention weeks 
now unti] rain and spring growth 
starts. It is a time for everyone. to 
be on guard and protect Alberta’: 
most vital. and most important assct, 
One single match or cigarette stub 
may destroy miles of forest growth 
which would take a hundred years to 
replave

Canada’s Food Supply 


SHORTLY AFTER CANADA ENTERED the war, the people were 
warned that they would be called upon to make many sacrifices, and that 
one of these sacrifices would involve a general lowering of the standard 
of living here. Since that time, labour shortages, the disappearance from 
the market of many luxury items, and numerous other wartime scarcities 
have touched almost every Canadian home, and there are few families 
today who have not in some way been affected by these restrictions. While 
Spending power has been drastically curtailed in many ways, Canada’s 
buying power was three billion dollars higher last year than it was in 1939. 
Since many of the normal channels of spending are now closed, statistics 
show that Canadians have been steadily increasing that percentage of their 


income which they spend on food. 


* * * * ° 


Statistics for the year ending in November, 


People Now More 1944, showed that in that period wholesale 
grocers had sold twelve -per cent. more gro- 


Adequately Fed ceries and ten per cent. more fruits and vege- 


tables than during the preceding year. Meat production in 1944 was the 
highest in our history, and in the 1943-44 crop year Canadian flour mills 
produced thirteen and a half million barrels of flour, which was also an 
unprecedented figure. In the case of both wheat and flour, much is exported, 
but there has been a steady increase in the domestic demand for both 
these products. Nutritionalists look with favour on this rise in food con- 
sumption in Canada, for it means that the people are being more adequately 
fed than they were in the pre-war years, and this will, undoubtedly,, favour- 
ably affect the standard of national health.

There has been some discussion lately concerning the 
On Combined world food situation, and Canada’s part in feeding 
the less fortunately situated people of other countries. 
Food Board Canada bas, all thrcugh the war, sent large ship- 
ments of food to the United Kingdom and to any other country where war 
conditions made this possible. Canadian farmers have done a magnificent 
task of not only maintaining but of increasing production in spite of serious 


handicaps in the way of labour shortages and scarcity of equipment.

people as a whole have cheerfully accepted such food rationing as has been 
necessary, and are fully aware that rationing and shortages of some sup- 


plies will in all probability continue long after hostilities cease.

distribution as possible among all the Allied Nations. As more shipping

A.—Yes. You should make applica- 
tion to the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board for a license.

Q.—Are stores allowed to deliver 
less than $1 worth of merchandise? 

A.—After October 30, 1944, each 
retailer was allowed to establish his 
own value limitations on deliveries 
and time limits on returns, refunds 
and exchanges. Retail deliveries are 
still limited to one per day per route.

Q.—Now that shot guns and rifles 
do not need to be registered, is it 
necessary to have a permit to pur- 
chase ammunition? 

A.—Yes, permits are to be obtained 
in the same manner as formerly. No 
ammunition must be given out with- 
out an essentiality certificate ap- 
proved by the local ration board.

It is clear that social security is to be an im- 
portant factor in the post-war economy, and it is also clear that events of 
the past five years have permanently altered former systems of interna- 
tional communication. These are only some of the changes which. we know 
are imminent. There are other aspects of the post-war picture which are 
not so clear, and about which there is considerable speculation, While there 
is now no doubt as to the outcome of the war on the battle fronts, the 
political results are not so clear-cut and there are many points in this con- 
nection concerning which there are few definite conclusions.

One subject, about which many like to speculate, 
Peak Of Glory is the future of the British Empire. hls Interest 
‘Believed Past is apparent among numerous writers and com- 
mentators in other countries, as well as among 
the British people themselves. In certain quarters, the opinion has been 
expressed, from time to time, that the British Empire has passed the peak 
of its glory, and that it will emerge from the present conflict as a “second 
class” power. In support of this argurnent, it has been pointed out that 
Russia, with a population of 200,000,000 people, and vast natural resources, 
appears to be just at the beginning of a period of great expansion, politically 
and industrially. There is also the United States, with 135,000,000 people, 
and likewise possessed of great natural wealth. The population of Britain 
is somewhat over 44,000,000, and in comparison to Russia and the United 
‘ States, her natural resources are limited, as are her potentialities for 
increased industrial expansion.

There are, however, other considerations which 
Some Facts To enter into any estimation of a nation’s great- 
ness, past or future. In the spectacular events 
Be Remembered which are marking the climax of the war in 
Europe, it should not be forgotten that the people of Britain carried on 
alone, in the critical period following the fall of France, and that had their 
courage and determination’ wavered then, the whole future of civilization 


‘Would be quite different to what it is today. The people of the Empire have 


goed firmly together in this war, and have added much to an already 
bud fighting tradition in all the services. For her part Britain has started 
a program for the improvement of social and economic conditions through- 
out the colonies, and has declared her intention of extending Dominion status 
to India at an early date. In science, invention and the arts the British 
people have shown that they are second to none, and British statesmen 
have for generations given the highest forms of wise and courageous leader- 
ship. Consideration of these, and kindred facts, leaves no room for thought 
that Britain’s future will be less glorious than her past.

The development is con- 
sidered of major importance because 
the tire is designed to whip the num- 
ber one enemy of long wear—heat. 

This new tire has been developed 
and now is being laboratory tested 
at the Akron, Ohio plant. Whether 
the all-plastic oval ultimately will 
compete with its rubber colleague 
will not be known until the company 
completes the current laboratory 
examination and the gruelling road 
tests to which the new tire will be 
subjected, 

Experts agree that heat causes 
most tire failures and that great mile- 
‘age could be rolled up if the problem 
were licked. Taking a long step to- 
ward achieving this goal, Firestone 
engineers built the all-plastic to run 
‘cooler than today’s tires and to with- 
stand twice the heat a natural rubber 
tire develops at high speeds. 

This was done by thermosetting, 
or “heat-tempering”’, the plastics 
which went into the 6.00-16 passenger 
car tire. The ‘tempering’ was 
achieved by adding certain materials 
to the plastic and applying heat. 

The Firestone all-plastic tire, which 
looks so much like a rubber tire that 
only an expert could tell the differ- 
ence, does not crack or check in the 
sunlight and, unlike rubber titres, it 
is not soluble in gasoline or oil. 

How soon all-plastic tires, if they 
live up to expectations, will be avail- 
able for civilian use is uncertain 
because all tire manufacturing facili- 
ties now are devoted to building mili- 
tary and essential civilian tires,

Man In Jackson, Michigan, Predicts 
1945 Will Be Dry 


Abraham Streiff, consulting en- 
gineer with the Fargo Engineering 
Co., of Jackson, lays no claim to 
being a weather prophet, but he is 
able to tell public utility companies 
which depends on river levels for power 
production what the future pros- 
pects for rainfall are. 

Streiff is predicting that 1945 will 
be a dry-year and than 1946 will be 
even dryer, as dry in fact, as were 
the years 1925 and 1931, 

Streiff arrives at his predictions 
by studying sun spots. He has been 
charting rainfall compared with sun 
spots for 25 years and says it is a 
pretty exact science. The sun spots 
are recorded at the observatory on Mt. 
Wilsor, near Pasadena, Calif. 

The sunspot record, Streiff says, 
goes back to 1875, and the precipi- 
tation chart rises and falls accord- 
ing to the record of the spots. He 
says the sunspots appear in cycles. 
They are first seen in the upper lat- 
itudes on Old Sol’s face, and as they 
gain in number they move toward 
the sun’s equator. They mass there 
for a time, then gradually disappear. 

In 1929, Streiff prepared a 20-year 
chart of sunspot frequencies and the 
accompanying rainfall. He accom- 
panied it with a prediction of the pre- 
cipitation curve through 1940, It 
proved exceptionally accurate.

Yet Dr. Shapley rightly complains 
that his nation spends less than $2 
in the war against cancer for every 
$1,000,000 spent on military war. 

The United States is a progressive 
and enlightened nation and is doing 
more about medical research than 
most others. But still it is not nearly 
enough there or in Canada, for that 
matter. The large public health 
programs planned by Canada for the 
post-war period should provide plenty 
of money for research, which alone 
promises to free men from now in- 
curable diseases.—Vancouver Sun.

Tuberculosis of childhood, except- 
|ing the pulmonary type, is caused by | 
|contaminated milk. A careful survey | 
of 352 tuberculcsis children in one 
|United States city showed that 25 
{per cent. suffered from the bovine 
type. The source of infection in these 
cases was raw (unpasteurized) milk. 
Some years after the introduction 
of compulsory milk pasteurization in 
Toronto, a survey revealed that the 
only children in hospital suffering 
from tuberculdSis of the bovine type 
were from outside the city. 

Most favored body points for tuber- 
culous germs from raw milk are the 
lymph gland of the intestines and the 
neck and bones. Tuberculosis of 
bones and joints causes many crip- 
pling deformities.
